DOGGING VOTERS. 


Detective» Ssnt to . IfashTille, Tenn., to 
Dost ^Employes in a Bailroad 
Election Held There. 


NashvhíLB, Tenn., Sept. 
19.—The 
city is in a fever of excitement over the 
presence of a large number of detectives 
who have suddenly centered here, main- 
ly from outside of the state, and suppos- 
ed to be in the intert3t of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad. The people of 
the county vote next Thursday on the 
proposition to suticribe $500,OtK) to the 
Tennessee Midland railroad, which is to 
run from Memphis, through Nashville, 
to Bristol where it connects with the 
Virginia Midland, thus giving a compet- 
ing lire to the east. 
The Louisville 
and Nashville has been fighting the 
proposition, and it is rumored that these 
detectives are sent here to dog the em- 
ployes on election day and see that they 
vote with their employer. The Am erican 
this morning savs editorially: "Thia is a 
wanton outrage" and adds ''we can say 
one thing to this gang of spies. If they 
are here on any business connected with 
our Thursday's election, they had better 
do one of two thing; either enter a 
disclaimer and retire, or increase their 
force and go into camp."

The MiMers are Organizing for Protec- 
tion. 


The Indianapolis ^ews says: 
"One 
of the things which the millers are seek- 
ing to accomplish is the organization of 
district associations, subordinate to the 
state association, and. so far, three have 
been established, with headquarters re- 
spectively at Fort Wayne, Lafayette and 
Richmond. In addition to regulating 
prices and grades of flour and amounts 
to be manufactured, one object of the 
tri-state association is to establish a sys- 
tem of insurance, and also to secure leg- 
islation prohibiting changing of bran^ 
on flour sacks after they have been filled. 
This last named abuse has reached pro- 
portions little dreamed of by consumers, 
for it is a common practice of unscrupu- 
lous flour dealers to buy second or third- 
rate flour and then efface the brand and 
replace it by another whose reputation 
is established as first-class. The^re is 
said to be one dealer in this city who 
sells a large amount of flour under one 
name, but buys from many different 
mills, and largely of an inferior quality. 
In this tri-state organization it is hoped 
to include, ultimately, Illinois and Tuis- 
souri, and then the entire area of winter- 
grown wheat will be virtually under the 
control of one combination of milleis."

DREADFUUASUALTY 


A Collision on the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne Road is Followed by a 
Frigbtfal Explosion. 


About 5 o'clock this morning the 
seoond section of a Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne freight train. No. 71, ran into 
the rear end of the first section at Forest, 
Ohio, ninty miles ^ t of Fort Wayne. 


Although 
the 
trains were double 
headers the collision was not a bad one. 
The caboose and the freight cars were 
smashed up, but neither they or the 
engines left the track. 


Fifteen minutes later the trainmen 
stood about congratulating themselves 
on their escape and planning means to 
get the broken cars out of tbe way, when 
a terrible explosion occurred. 


The contents of one of the freight cars 
—supposed to be dynamite, giant powder, 
or something of the sort—exploded deal- 
ing out death and destruction. A friend- 
less tramp, Geo. Smith, was blown to 
atoms, and Fireman Ed. Bauch, of No. 
203 Taylor street, this city, fared the 
same fate, for he was instantly killed. 


Engineer Lyons and Engineer Israel 
Adams, both of Fort Wayne, received 
severe but not daugerous injuries. 
Mr. 
Adams is able to get around, but Mr. 
Lyons is not. 


The explosion tore a great hole into 
the earth, and demolished a good sec- 
tion of the track. The train then caught 
fire, and the biggest part of it burned 
up. The telegraph wires were scorched 
and broke into bits as the flames swept 
over them. This cut off communication 
and for hours everything was in disor- 
der. 


The communication was soon estab- 
lished, however, and at noon a big 
force of men were clearing away the de- 
bris and repairing the damage. 


It was one of the worst accidents in 
the history of the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne railroad. 


THE TEIIEOBAPHIC ACOOUNT. 


The following account of the wreck 
came by Associated Press this afternoon: 


CiNoiNNATi, Sept. 19.—A

Springfield, O., special says that a colli- 
sion occurred this morning at Foster's 
crossing, east of that place, on the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago road, 
between two freight trains, setting on 
fire five oil cars, exploding a car of dyna- 
mite and killing five persons. Fireman 
Ed. Bauch, an engineer and 
three 
tramps who were stealing a ride. 


A BLOODY C H A P T E R . 


Christ. 
Schearer, a Farmer, 
Killed 
at Monroeville—Other Casual- 
ties. 


Christ. Schearer, a farmer, who lived 
east of Monroeville, was killed Sunday 
morning by 
a Pittsburg 
passenger 
train, one mile east of the village named. 
He was at the town Saturday, and drank 
heavily of liquor. 
That night, at 12 
o'clock, he started home along the track. 
He must have gone to sleep on the rails, 
because the east-bound passenger train 
smashed his brains out an hour later. Mr. 
Shearer was well off and leaves a wife 
and children. 
This, Dr. J. M. Dinnen 
tells UB, is the forty-first killing at Mon- 
roeville and another strange thing is that 
Shearer's father was killed by a train a 
short distance from the scene of the ac- 
cident Sunday morning. 


B. F. Conn, a yard brakeman in the 
employ of the Kttsburg railroad, fell 
from t'h« top of a freight car in the city 
on Saturday afternoon and was badly in- 
jured about the body and hips. He was 
taken to the City hospital and will re- 
cover. 


John Golden, a brakeman on the 
Grand Bapids road, had his leg badly in- 
jured on Saturday at the Baltimore and 
Ohio crossing by having it caught be- 
tween two freight cars. 


William Beardon, a brakeman on the 
Grand Bapids railroad, fell from the top 
of a freight oar at Eendallville on Satur- 
day, while engaged in the performance 
of his duties, and was run over by one 
of the cars. His arm was cut ofl and he 
was seriously injured about the head 
and other parts of the body. His home 
is at South Whitley. 


J. M. Vaughan, who is well known in 
thif* city as the colored brakeman who at 
one time ran on the Pittsburg road be- 
tween Crestline and Fort Wayne, but 
who for some time past has been em- 
ployed at the Continental hotel, at the 
Crestline depot, was run over and in- 
stantly killed at that place on Saturday 
night. 
Vaughan's home was in Crest- 
line where he leaves a wife. Charles 
Rhodes, of this city, another of the com- 
pany's 
passenger 
brakeman, is his 
brother-in-law.

An Iowa Railroad Wreck Kills That 
Number—Many Injured. 


CmoAoo, Sept. 19.—A special from 
Dubuque, Iowa, says: "A horrible ac- 
cident on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad, two milee north of 
this city, took place at 5:30, this morn- 
ing. The north and south-bound pas- 
senger trains collided at full speed, and 
five persons were killed outright and 
many injured. 


Two passenger trains collided on the 
curve around Eagle Point, by which two 
engineers and one firemen were instantly 
killed, the other fireman and brake- 
man, was dying during the forenoon, in 
all five persons were killed. 


Charles Faks, one of the oldest engi- 
neers on the road and Elmer Winchester, 
were the en^neers. 


William Richmond and Edward Cum- 
mins, were the two firemen, all living in 
Dubuque. 


John Pernity, of Milwaukee, a brake- 
man was instantly killed.

There are probably more p e ^ e fn 


the world to-day who hold the principle 
that there shotdd be no private owner- 
ship of land than there ever were be- 
fore. In its essence it is a very old 
principle, older than Christianity; for 
under the Eoman Republic measures 
for redistribution of land were repeat- 
edly urged. 


Of course, if the government may 
take a man's land away from him, to 
give it to another man, in order to 
equalize property, it may take away 
land from all owners, and bestow it 
upon no one, in order 
to abolish 
poverty. 


No doubt the agitation against land 
ownership in our day has gained much 
of its force from the war between land- 
lords and tenants in Ireland. 
A whole 
people has been brought to the point 
of regarding AS a grievance the pos- 
session of the title to land, by men 
who do not work it. 
The Government 
of Great Britain, by its Irish land laws, 
has conceded this much: that the land- 
lord may not enforce his own will in 
determining how much rent the tenant 
shall pay, but must accept what a 
tribunal decides to be fair rent. 


Socialism, 
too, has 
made 
great 
progress both in America and in Europe. 
Tlie Socialist holds that there is no in- 
dividual right that should not be ruth- 
lessly swept away if it stands ever so 
little in the way of the rights of the 
community. 
Seeing that rich men own 
land, while poor men do not, and see- 
ing, also, that the poor are more 
numerous than the rich, he jumps to 
the conclusion that the community 
stiffers because every man does not 
possess an equal right to all land. 


Although some of these theories are 
at present quite popular, and will 
l^robably become more popular for a 
time, we do not think they will be 
long-lived. They are contrary to every 
principle of human progress. 


It is onl}' this very year that Con- 
gress has consented to allow the allot- 
ment of land "in severalty" to Indians. 
Heretofore all the land in an Indian 
reservation belonged to the tribe as a 
whole, and could 
not be 
divided. 
Under the new law separate tracts of 
land may be given to individual In- 
dians as their exclusive property. 


Why is this done ? i'or the good of 
the Indians themselves. It is a meas- 
ure to redetiin theui from wandering, 
savage habits; to attach them to one 
spot; to insi>ire them with enterprise, 
by enabliug each one to have and re- 
tain that which his industry gains; and 
to point out the way by which men, 
now lazy and shiftless, may also ac- 
(|uire the means of living in comfort. 


It is impossible to believe that civil- 
ized men can be boneiitod by adopting 
tlie system which prevents the Indians 
from emerging from their condition of 
barbarism, and yet there is no doubt 
tli.it so long as they have no place they 
can call home, the Indians will continue 
to be hunters and thriftless wanderers. 


The opi)onents of la ad 
ownership 
are really lighting- agamst human na- 
ture. 
God made men different from 
each othiir. 
Man cannot make them 
alike. 
For thousands of years the 
world has been dniwing nearer and 
nearer to tlie acciiinplislinient of what 
seems to l^e tho divine plan, for it is 
just and humane. 


What is that })lan"? It is a system of 
law in which every man has an equal 
chance to take that position in life for 
which his ability and his industry fit 
him. 
This it is which fosters enter- 
i:)rise and insures human progress. 


Take away the right which a man 
has to his farm and its products, and 
who will manuz*e, plow, sow, and reap 
it ? Taice away his right to his town 
lot, and who will build a house upon 
it? 
Who will build factories? 
In- 
deed, who will work at all if there are 
to be no investments into which one 
may put his earnings with a certainty 
that they will not run away, or that 
some one will not run away with 
thoni ? 


No. The scheme looks well when 
one sees only that the purpose is to se- 
ciive as mucl) for tho 2)oor as for the 
ri' h; but when one sees, also, that it 
is })roposed to do this by making all 
men i)00r, by taking away the greatest 
motive to industry, it is not worth 
thinking about a socond time. --Youth's 
Vow 
panion. 


Steels in Dress-Skirts« 


Witii the ])resent style of dross steels 
in the liack of the skirt are a necessity, 
and upon their proper adjustment the 
stylish elVect of tlie tournure depends. 
There are various methods of arranging 
these ste(;ls, and from two to live are 
used, according to the height of the 
person and the amount of i)rotuberancy 
desired, and the lengths vary as much 
as the numbers, 
in some imported 
dresses, says the Philadelphia Record, 
the lower steel measures one yard in 
length and is placed about twelve or 
fifteen inches from the bottom of the 
skirt, and there are either three or four 
above; in others there are only tw^o, of 
medium length. 
For those" desiring 
only a moderate tournure the latest and 
most effective arrangement is as fol- 
lows: Two steels are required, one 
measuring twenty-seven and the other 
thirty inches in length. 
To accommo- 
date these two casings 
are sewed 
across the back breadths and side 
gores, i.'ommencing- twelve inches back 
on each side, from the middle to the 
front; the upper casing seven inches 
below the belt in the middle of the 
back and eight inches at the ends, and 
the lower casing just the same distance 
below the uiiper one. 
After the steels 
are inserted, the fullness on them is to 
be pushed back five inches from each 
end and secured so that it cannot slip 
forward; and on the inside of the skirt, 
where the fullness is secured, tapes are 
to be sewed—those on one side elastic 
—to be tied behind the figure to retain 
the steels at the desired size. In order 
to have the skirt hang pro])erly with 
this arrangement it is necessary that it 
should be cut two and one-half inches 
longer in the back than in front. The 
increased length of the steels does not 
necessarily give an increased size to the 
tournure; but by sewing the inner tapes 
back from the ends of the steels are al- 
lowed to rest flatly against the sides of 
the figure, instead of being curved in 
and presenting the unsightly appear- 
ance with which we had become only 
too familiar. Above the steels a pad of 
horsehair can be added to the skirt, or 
ft separate bustle may be worn.
